il. On G February 1951 aircraft observed at the Juoterbor~A\ltes 
Lager (NM 52/2 69) airfield included: 36 trin-ensine loweving 
monoplenes parked in four parallel rows at the northeastern 
edge of the field; tro tvrin-enrine seni-high-ving monoplanes 
parked at the eastern edge of the field; 25 to 30 IL-10s parked 
in front of the hengars in addition to four to six biplanes 
parked at the northeastern corner of the field. (1) 


&. Deseription of aireraft: 


a The twin-engine loving nonoplanes “ere fitted “ith in-line 
engines, three-bladed pronellers, trro-seater cockpits, re- 
tractable tail “heels and landing fears retractine into the 
engine nacelles, double rudder assenblies and clevator as- 
Sembiles with dihedral. The front section of the cabin on 
each plane “as rrovided “ith a rod &0 em }igh from “hich tro 
dipoles »rojected to the front. whe noses, cabins, and on- 
eines of the planes ere covered «ith taroavlins. One air-~ 
craft hich was not envered “ith a tarnavlin did not have 
a plexiglass nose. ‘The nose had four apertures for atreraft 
cannon of about £0 mm. The upper part of the nlane as rainted
